“All my friends tease me about being fat. I 
stay home from dances because fellows don’t like 
to dance with a fat girl. I don't know how I can 
ever get married if I keep on looking like a tub 
of lard,” writes one young lady who wants to 
reduce. “I am gaining weight so fast I can't get 
into any of my clothes. Please tell me how to 
lose 15 pounds,” writes the mother of three chil- 
dren. “My husband likes them slender and I am 
on the plump side,” writes a woman of forty. 

The above excerpts from letters gives some of 
the reasons why people desire to reduce. The 
desire to lose weight is in itself important for 
unless the individual has a real wish to reduce, 
and considerable determination to back up the 
desire, he or she is not likely to stick to a re- 
ducing regimen long enough to do much good. 

The average plump person who wants to re- 
duce and wants it hard enough, will find the diet 
method offers a slow and safe method of reduc- 
tion which will melt off the extra pounds, I can 
explain to you a regimen which will help you to 
reduce safely and sensibly, and when you get 
through you will look better and live longer be- 
cause your health will be improved by it, but 
you and you alone are the only person in the 
world who has the power to say whether your 
desire to lose is strong enough to make you stick 
to the directions. 

In deciding whether or not it is an advantage 
for you to try to reduce, you must take into con- 
sideration the amount you have gained and your 
type of body-build. If you are of the chunky, 
solid type of build, then it is all right to weigh 
10 pounds more than normal. If your weight is 
20 or 30 pounds above the figures given in the 
average weight charts, then it is a good plan to 
start reducing. 

Overweight means that there has occurred a 
storage of fat on the body which is greater than 
the normal storage. In the average person, about 
one-sixth of the total weight is made up of fat. 
Thus in a human being weighing 120 pounds, at 
ce 20 pounds of this is fat. When the body 

tores fat to a greater extent than normal, the 
excess will probably be laid down over the ab- 
domen or through the hips; however, the fat may 
be deposited on the legs or arms. 

Those who find it easiest to gain are those 
having a good digestion and assimilation, who 
therefore get all of the good out of their food. 
Since good digestive organs are inherited from 
the parent, all of the members of the family hav- 
ing the same type of digestive apparatus will find 
it easy to put on the pounds.
